PRESIDENT-ELECT HAS 


DECIDED ON AN EXTRA 


SESSION OF CONGRESS 


Aoooucement Made by Gov. Woodrow 


Wilson Previous to Sailing for 


Bermuda This Afternoon

Pledges of Party Will Be Redeemed as Promptly as 


Possible—Wants All Uncertainty Settled Regard- 


ing Tariff Revision at Once in the Interests of 


Business—To Take Rest During

New York, Xov. 16.—Governor 
Woodrow Wilson announced 
last 


night that immediately- after his in- 
auguration as president of the Unit- 
ed States he would call an extraor- 
dinary session of congress to con- 
vene not later than April 15, for the 
purpose of revising the tariff. 


The president-elect will sail 
for 


Bermuda at 2 o'clock this afternoon 
for a vacation, and will return Dec. 
16. To set at rest in the meantime 
speculation as to what he would do 
with regard to tariff revision, he 
issued the following statement: 
"I shall call congress together in 


extraordinary session not later than 
April 15- l" shall do this, not only 
because I think that the pledges of 
the party ought to be redeemed as 
promptly as possible, but also 
be- 


cause I know it to be in the interest 
of business that all uncertainty as 
to what the particular items of tariff 
revision are to be" should be removed 
as soon as possible." 
Beyond this brief announcement, 
the, governor. said he had 
nothing 
further to-say. Most of the opinions 
he had received from public men 
•seemed to be in favor of an extra 
session, he declared. 
The governor did not intend 
to 
express himself about an extra ses- 
sion so soon after election. Although 
he has favored the idea of an extra 
session because the present arrange- 
ment would not bring the new con- 
gress into session until 13 months 
after its election, he had expected 
to spend more time in ascertaining 
public opinion. With the time to be 


special session was apparent among 
members in the> capital. 
Although 


the White House would not com- 
ment upon the announcement from 
New York, friends of President Taft 
said the latter had hoped that the 
Democrats would not bring on any 
further "disturbance of business." 
Senator McCumber of North Dakota, 
Republican, expressed 
another Re- 


publican view, namely, that he fa- 
vored "getting it over with." In all 
Democratic quarters, however, 
the 
extra . session 
was 
strongly 
ap- 
proved. 


With the attitude of Governor 
Wilson known, congress will 
begin 


within a- few weeks the task of pre- 
paring for the arduous work of tar- 
iff revision. The approaching short 
session, which ends March 4, when 
the Republican administration goes 
out. will be engrossed with annual 
appropriation bills and routine legis- 
lation, but the 
ways and 
means 
committee of the house will probably 
begin work on the new- tariff bills 
early in_ January. 


Democratic Leader 
Underwood, 
chairman of the ways and 
means 


committee, is expected in Washing- 
ton next week. Members of this com- 
mittee, which is charged with

London, Nov. 16—The bulk of the 
sultan's army has been driven back- 
ward until it was within 12 miles of 
Constantinople today, according to 
information from Sofia. Stories dif- 
fer as to the nature of the resist- 
ance the Turks were making-. 


The Bulgarians maintained that 
they were meeting with little oppo- 
sition. 
The Constantinople version 
was that a life and death struggle 
was in progress, the opposing forces 
in many instances fighting hand to 
hand. 


It seemed clear at any rate that 


the Bulgarians were still advancing 
It was expected here that thev will 
enter the Turkish capital within, a 
day or two. The foreign minister of 
Servia was quoted in a dispatch, from 
Belgrade as saying that he looked 
for no armistice until after Czar 
Ferdinand's troops have occupied the 
city. 


From Bucharest :came news that 
cholera was spreading rapidly, among 
the Bulgarian troops, Constantinople 
admitted that the 
epidemic was 
working dreadful havoc among the 
Turks. 
Practically no effort was 


made by foreigners, the Turkish'cap^- 
ital telegraphed, to fight the disease. 
The sick were left to recover or 


die unattended, and, except in Con- 
stantinople itself there was hardly 
even an effort to bury the dead. At 
the beginning of the epidemic the 
corpses were huddled daily into shal- 
low trenches and covered ap, but aa 
the number of deaths grew and the 
disorganization of the Turkish troops 
increased in the face of the Bul- 
arian advance, the. bodies were sim-

Some of the more successful brought 
back heavy bags of game. 


Licking county hunters were for- 


tunate in getting by the first day 
with no accidents. 
Xot a hunting 


accident was reported. 


Probably many of the hunters over 


stepped the limit set by the statutes 
governing hunters by not obtaining 
permits from the land owners before 
setting foot on the property. Some 
root the outlawed ferret with them, 
to rout out the rabbits which sought 
refuge in their 
burrows.

bagged more than the legal numoer 
of quail as fised by law. 
The of- 


fenders under the latter clause were 
probably fewer than the others. The 
quail except in rare cases, is not so 
plentiful that the average hunter can 
bag more than the dozen allowed by 
law.

NEWARK'S FOUNDER 


DIED JAN. 12, 1821 


HERE IS PROOF 


In the fourth issue of the Newark 


Advocate dated January IS, 1S21, 
a copy of which has just been found, 
appears a notice of the death of Gen- 
eral Wnu -C. Sheack, founder of 
Newark. 
( Until 1S02 it is believed that only 
four families constituted the popu- 
lation of Newark township. In that 
year, however, immigrants came in 
large numbers. The most important 
arrival was that of General William 
C. Shenck. who laid out the town of 
Newark, calling it after his native 
place; -Newark, "New Jersey. 


In 1S03 he was elected a member 


of the first senate of Ohio, serving 
two years. 
He was an officer in 
General Harrison's army in the War 
of 1S12, and was best known as 
General Schenck. 
In 1820 he -was 


elected a member of the house of 
representatives of Ohio, and died 
during his term of service. He was 
the father of Rear Admiral James E. 
Schenck. of the United States Navy, 
and of General Robert C. SeheneJt. * 
The Advocate of Jan. IS. 1S21. 
carried this notice in its editorial coi- 
umn the notice being- marked "com- 
municated." 
"Gen. AVm. C. Schenck is Xo More. 
"In Columbus on the 12th inst., 
he died, apparently 
in very good 
health. 
About 2 in the afternoon 


he felt an unusual 
depression of 
spirits, left the State 
House, and 


•went to his lodging. In the course 
of the afternoon his complaint ap- 
peared to be a violent case of Chol- 
era Morbus. baffling all medical skill 
and terminated fatally about 10 in 
the same evening. He was an active, 
member of the House of Representa-j 
tives. The next day succeeding his 
death, both houses passed a resolu- 
tion to go into mourning. He has 
left an amiable lady and three or 
four children to lament their loss— 
they are not alone. The whole ex- 
tent of his acquaintance deplores the 
loss of this good man."

days of Licking county was brought io 
' the Advocate office ' Thursday 
after- 


noon by John 
Beckford of 
Cherry 


street, Rural 
Delivery 
No. 2, this 


city. It is a copy of the fourth issue 
of the Xewark Advocate's first vol- 
ume, printed weekly at that time and 
bearing date of January 
ISth, 1821. 


The paper was printed and edited by 
B. Briggs, who seems to have been a 
level-headed business man. His edi- 
torial announcement sets the price at 
$2 per annum if paid ivithin 
six 


months after the delivery of the first 
number, after 
which time 
it 
was 


charged for at the rate of ?2.50. The 
editor interestingly notes 
that "as 


this rule is to the mutual benefit of 
all, it is honed and believed that every 
subscriber will pay in advance." By 
way of parenthesis 
the 
editor an- 


nounced 
"Country 
produce will be 


taken in payment." 


The issue was a four column, four 


page affair, nearly two-thirds of which 
was devoted to the consideration of 
Congressional activities, which includ- 
ed the adoption of resolutions for an 
investigation of the tariff in an effort 
to reduce the high cost of living, evi- 
dently just as important in those days 
as at present. - The story of the organi- 
zation of a Franklin Society, for the 
purpose of decreasing^ expenditures for 
men's clothing, was also carried by the 
thrifty editor. The society had a fol- 
lowing of a large number of students 
at Union college, who promised to 
wear a uniform consisting of frock 
coat with collar attached, and gray 
pantaloons, the whole outfit not to 
cost more than J15. This issue of the 
Advocate printed about 92 years ago 
consisted of 16 columns or 256 inches 
of printed matter. Yesterdays Advo- 
cate consisted of 2240 inches. 


A. H. Chaffee was the postmaster of 


Xewark in 1821, and advertised a list 
of 100 names of people to whom un- 
claimed letters had been sent. David 
Bell seemed to be the enterprising 
merchant of the town, his advertise- 
ment stating that he had "just receiv- 
ed a large and general assortment of 
drugs, hardware, queensware and gro- 
ceries." He was not at all particular 
about the kind of tender made in pav- 
ment for these, declaring that he would 
sell "for cash, tallow, beeswax, hogs* 
bristles, etc., etc." 


Announcement was made in the old 


issue to the effect that the legislature 
of Kentucky had just passed a law 
which granted to all poor widows in 
that state who are not worth $100. one 
hundred acres of vacant land."

Chickens are sell- 
ing at 20 cents, dressed, and 12 
cents for the undressed birds. Local 
butchers further state that there is 
little possibility of the prices being 
lowered between now and the 2Sth, 
and that they are hoping that the 
scarcity of birds will not cause an 
increase in price.

morning.
